GETS SENTENCE OF 
FROM 3 TO 15 YEARS 


Defendant Killed Her Em- 
ployer, Walter H. Cook, 
Wealthy Manufacturer at 
Niles, Mich. 


By the Associated Press. 

ST. JOSEPH, Mich., June 8 — 
The trial of Miss Marguerite Bum- 
baugh of Warsaw, Ind., and her 
two brothers, George and Girard, 
on charges of killing Walter H. 
Cook, Niles basket manufacturer, 
ended abruptly today when Miss 
Bumbaugh pleaded guilty to a 
charge of manslaughter, on con- 
dition that her brothers be freed. 

The agreement came at a con- 
ference between Circuit Judge 
Charles E. White and State and 
defense attorneys after most of the 
testimony in the trial had been 
taken. 

Miss Bumbaugh, formerly Cook’s 
secretary, admitted she fired the 
shot that killed the manufacturer 
in his factory at Niles last March 
30,.but insisted she did it after 
he had struck her with a basket. 
Her brothers were accused of hav- 
ing prevented interference in the 
killing. 

Gets 3° to 15 Years. 

Judge White announced when 
Miss Bumbaugh pleaded guilty that 
the sentence would be from 3 to 
15 years with a provision that she 
would be made eligible for parole 
after two and one-half years. 

On the motion of Prosecutor 
George H. Bookwalter, Judge 
White formally dismissed the 
charges against the woman's broth- 
ers. 

Formal sentence to serve from 
three to 15 years in the Detroit 
House of Correction was passed by 
Judge White shortly before noon. 
Only court officers and members 
of Miss Bumbaugh’s family were 
present. 

Hysterical on the Stand. 

The courtroom was thrown into 
uproar late yesterday when the de- 
fendant under’ cross-examination 
became hysterical and had to be 
removed from the witness stand. 

The break came after George H. 
Bookwaiter had been  cross-ex- 
amining the defendant and had 
asked her if it were not true that 
she was as much at fault as Cook 
for the alleged intimate relations 
of which Miss Bumbaugh had tes- 
tified. 

“You are trying to make me” 

Miss Bumbaugh began, and 
suddeniy swung around toward the 
jury. 

“Take me! Kili me!” she 
shrieked, “but save my brothers.” 

Immediately after her outburst 
to the jury, she collapsed and was 
carried into Judge White's cham- 
bers, a temporary recess being 
called. 3 

Recovers From Collapse. 

Miss Bumbaugh was raving in- |, 
coherently as she was carried away 
but she soon regained her compo- 
sure and returned to the court- 
room, but did not take the witness 
Stand again. 

Dr. Fred Bonine, a specialist of 
Niles, testified that he had exam- 
ined Miss Bumbaugh at the coun- 
ty jail and that in his opinion she 
was a victim of paranoia, a di- 
sease of the brain. He declared 
that excessive mental excitement 
might caue her to become violent- 
ly insane at times. 

In cross examination Prosecutor 
Bookwalter presented two letters 
purported to have been written by 
Miss Bumbaugh to Cook this year, 
and the physician said in reply 
to questions that he would judge 
both letters were written by a nor- 
mal person. 

One, written in January ‘said 
Miss Bumbaugh was happy, and 
the other, written shortly there- 
after demanded that Cook pay her 
money he had borrowed, not later 
than Feb. 2

Blood Tests Show He Has 
4000 White Corpuscles to 
Cubic Millimeter Where- 
as Normal Is 7500.

NEW YORK, June 8.—Radium 


paint has. turned on its inventor 
with results which one physician 
familiar with the case says may 
prove fatal. The victim is Dr. 
S. A. Vonsochocky of East Orange, 
N. J., formerly an officer of the 
United States Radium Corporation, 


in whose plant at Orange the paint 
was used to make luminous the 
dials of watches. 

Dr. Vonsochocky, member of an 
old Austrian family, is a physi- 
cian and chemist, a graduate of 
the Universities of Vienna and 
Moscow and a recognized radium 
authority. It was he who refined 
mecsotherium salts better than any- 
one else had done before and by 
combining them with zinc sulphide, 
together with radium salts, evolved 
the only paint which gave off lum- 
inosity. Today Dr. Vonsochocky is 
a victim of radium necrosis, The 
tips of his fingers are black. Sev- 
eral teeth are gone and tests made 
within two months show his blood 
has only 4000 white corpuscles to 
the cubic millimeter, while the 
normal person has from 7500 to 
10,000. 

His case is somewhat different 

from that of the women, 13 of 
whom have died because they took 
the paint into their mouths while 
pointing the brushes they used on 
the watch dials. The inventor ab- 
sorbed the poison through the 
skin. His assistant, a chemist, 
Lehman, was the first person in 
the plant to die. 
' Although he has: been: ill of ra- 
Cio activity since 1920, Dr. Von- 
sochocky,-except for the tell-tale 
marks on his fingers, seems to be 
in good health. His friends say 
this is because of the careful 
watch he keeps on himself and 
when» the count of the’ cor- 
puscles gets so low that perni- 
cious -anemia: seems imminent he 
goes away to a place high above 
sea level. Once’ he went to 
Mount McKinley and remained 
several weeks. 

When seen at his home in East 
Orange Dr. Vonsochosky declined 
to discuss his. condition. Asked 
about the report that he was ex- 
perimentirfg on himself in an ef-. 
fort to find a cure for radium 
necrosis, the doctor smiled and re- 
plied: 

“If I said yes the public would 
want to know more and there is 
nothing at present which would 
interest the public. Later there 
may be.” 


BANKRUPT REPAYS $24,702 
TO CREDITORS AFTER 22 YEARS 


Former Little Rock Attorney Now 
a Resident of Tulsa Sends 
Checks to All. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

TULSA, Ok., June 8.—Twenty- 
two years ago Gray Carroll, then 
a well-known attorney of Little 
Rock, Ark., confessed bankruptcy 
in United States District Court 
there and moved to Tulsa, leaving 
behind debts of $24,702. Within 
a few days the last of these cred- 
itors will receive the amounts due 
them, as Carroll, of the law firm 
of Carroll & Jameson, has ar- 
ranged for checks to be delivered 
to all his creditors of 1906, with 
6 per cent interest. 

The largest claims were disposed 
of by Carroll personally, but there 
wére scores of others with whom 
he could not conveniently com- 
mumnicate and these he referred to 
a Little Rock law firm.

EARTHQUAKE NEAR ST, LOUIS 


St. Louis U. Scismologist Says Shock 
Was 150 Miles Away. 

A slight earthquake shock 150 
miles from St. Louis. probably in 
Southeast Missouri, was recorded 
at 12:10 a. m. today on the &St 
Louis University seismograph. 

Dr, James B. Macelwane, seis- 
mologist, said the tremblor con- 
tinued 19 minutes and might have 


heen severe enough to cause some 
damage.

St. Louis 
time). 

Prepare Great Welcome For Crew. 

Anticipating their arrival with- 
in four hours, the city began 
stirring in the early morning to 
extend its welcome to the flyers 
who had fought terrific storms al- * 
most throughout their flight over 
the South Pacific Ocean, 1762 miles 
from the Fiji Islands. 

On arriving here the Southern, 
Cross will be 7300 miles on its way 
toward the goal at Sydney, 7800 
miles from the starting place at 
Oakland, Cal. 

Interest Hifh Throughout Country. 

Since the word was flashed here 
that Kingsford-Smith and his fel- 
lew Australian, Charles Ulm, had 
begun the great air passage over 
the Pacific with their American 
companions, Navigator Harry Lyon 
and Radioist James Warner, inter- 
est has been intense in this home 
country of two of the flyers. 

The flight, begun at 8:51 a. m., 
May 31. at Oakland, and translated 
into 3:51 a, m., June 1, as time is 
ccmputed here, has made new his- 
tory for Australia and drawn the 
country closer to America.

mile course from Suva, Fiji Islands, 
to Brisbane,

told of combating violent tropical 
disturbances that pulled and twist- 
ed and botinced the ship. One 
drop of more than 400 feet was 
described. 

But as on the first leg of the 
flight, when the ship was pulled 
downward by air currents between 
Oakland and the Hawalian Islands, 
and was again caught In storms on 
the second leg to Suva, it straight- 
ened out and continued to proceed 
above the threatening waves.

JUDGE MULLOY BLAMES 
OFFICERS FOR CRIME 


Asserts 75 Per Cent of County 
Deputies Are St. Louis 
Gangsters. 


A major portion of the crimes 


in St. Louis County are committed 
by officers of the law, it was 
charged by Circuit Judge Mulloy 
of the county in a luncheon address 
today before the Executives’ Club 
at Hotel Statler. ‘ 

“That,” he continued, “compre- 
hends every kind of crime, from 
murder to petit larceny. By what 
instrumentality are we going to 
reach them? You can’t eradicate 
weeds except by pulling them up 
and that’s the situation we have 
in the county.” 

Asked by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter afterwards to explain the 
statement, the Judge declared that 
certain officers of the law at least 
were guilty of crimes as accesso- 
ries in some way. 

Says Deputies Are Gangsters. 

Judge Mulloy, who is a candi- 
date for Republican judicial nomi- 
nation, is about to impanel .a spe- 
clal grand jury to investigate al- 
leged corruption in the county. In 
his speech, he continued: 

“In the struggie that is to come 
out there, I don’t know what will 
happen. I have no Sheriff's of- 
fice. I have no Constable’s office. 
What have I for a Constables’ of- 
fice? Why, at least 75 per cent of 
the men carrying badges are ‘red 
hots’ and gangsters from St. Louis, 
robbing our people under the guise 
of law. I have no prosecution. If 
that grand jury acts, it will be oniy 
through the courage of the com- 
mon people who will come out and 
tell what they know.” 

Sheriff Wilmas, as has been re- 
lated recently, has been compelled 
to pay Federal income tax on $30,- 
000 of income from sources which 
refused to divulge.

In addition to his duties as my- 
cologist, or fungus expert, of the 
expedition, Dr. Linder had joined 
in the quest for the lost yellow lily 
of the tropics, which Shaw’s Gar- 
den has sought for 10 years. Only 
one specimen is known to civiliza- 
tion, a dried one in the Berlin 
herbarium, which was collected in 
1875. A re-discovery would open 
up a whole new vista for the hy- 
bridization experiments whereby 
Superintendent Pring of the Gar- 
den has created a number of 
world-famous new lilies.

Pring of the garden on his hunt 
for orchids in Chiriqui k it year, 
and again to Col. Charles A. Lin#- 
bergh for his two weeks’ vacatioi 
in the jungles on his Central Amer- 
ican tour in the Spirit of St. Lo «1s. 

Monniche’s finca, at an elevation 
of 5000 feet at the foot of a 12,000- 
foot extinct volcano, is in an ex- 
cellent situation for some of the 
rare orchids which Pring sought, 
as well as for the rest and the 
bunting which Lindbergh desire. 

When Pring stayed there it was 
spring-time, and the coffee trecs 
were beautiful and fragrant with 
creamy blossoms. Several years 
ago, on an orchid expedition in the 
Andes, he had seen the coffee-trees 
in berry at Colombian plantations. 


How the Idea Developed. 


On his return he described the 
plantation to Dr. George T. Moore, 
director of the garden. Every one 
of the seeds given him by Monniche 
produced a plant. He continued 
in. correspondence with Monniche, 
sent him some orchids and _re- 
ceived a larger consignment of 
coffee seeds. The outcome was 
that Director Moore decided to 
add the model plantation to the 
permanent exhibits of the garden. 

The finca is being established 
in the former cicad house, at the 
northwestern end of the range 
headed by the Palm House, which 
faces the main entrance of the 
garcen. The new cicad and fern 
house, established this year, con- 
nects the Palm House with the new 
coffee plantation. 

“Coffee is grown under shade in 


Central America, although, I un-/| 


derstand, 
shade 


it can be grown without 
in Brazil,” Superintendent 


Pring explained yesterday, as 


workmen were planting the young 
coffee trees. 


“Guava trees provide the shade ; 


in Chiriqui. Bananas are used in 
Colombia, and we are going to use 
them here. Our banana display 
in the Flower House has been sat- 
isfactory and has drawn a great 
deal of interest, but sometimes the 
temperature of that house has to 
be lowered, for the purposes of a 
cut flower display, below the 
warmth necessary for the tropical 
trees. Here the temperature will 
be constantly 65 to 70 de::rees. 
“The walks will be avenues of 
banana trees. Ten of the usual 
coffee trees, which reach a height 
of 12 feet or so, are being planted, 
with 24 of Monniche’s dwarf va- 
riety. The practical advantage of 
this kind is that pickers standing 


on the grouna can reach the ber- 


ries, in which the coffee ‘beans,’ 
as we know them, come in pairs. 

Grow as Well as in Tropics. 

“These plants now are two feet 
high, a. growth quite as great as 
they would have made in the trop- 
ics. The tropical planter gener- 
ally figures his trees require six 
or seven years to mature, but we 
expect to have a representative 
coffee plantation here in three 
years.”’ 

Besides these, scores of plants 
from seeds sent by Monniche and 
planted three weeks ago have 
reached a height of two or three 
inches in the closed greenhouses. 
They will be transplanted, and with 
them the plants of four noncom- 
mercial. but ornamental varieties 
of coffee obtained by Supt. Pring 
this year at the Government cx- 
periment station at Summit, Canal 
Zone, 


About 100 quinine or cinchona 
plants from seeds imported from 
the West Indies will: be planted 
among the coffee plants. They 
are open-gr@wing, large-leaved 
shrubs, covered in midsummer with 
lilac-like clusters of very frangraut 
blossoms. The coffee trees will 
provide two special displays each 
year, the flowers fn spring and the 
berries in the fall. The foliage it- 
self, actually soft like bay leaves 
but with a laequer-like, glistening 
finish like the leaves of the Claud- 
ius Pernet rose, is distinctly orna- 
mental.

WITHIN TIME LIMIT 


Norris Regrets Pocket Veto 
but Says It Should Fill 
G. 0. P. War Chest for 


Fall Campaign. 


By the Assoclated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 8&.—Presi- 
dent Coolidge has subjected the 
Norris bill for Government opera- 
tion of the nation’s properties at 
Muscle” Shoals to a pocket veto. 
The 10 days in which he could ap- 
prove -or disapprove the measure 
expired last midnight, leaving it 
still without his signature. 

Although White House and Jus- 
tice Department Officials have ex- 
pressed the opinion that the bill 
thus automatically died, Senator 
Norris of Nebraska, who carried on 
a long and determined fight for the 
legislation, challenged the validity 
of a pocket veto. 

The Constitution, Article 1, Sec- 
tion 7, clause 2, says that “if any 
bill shall not be returned ‘by the 
President within 10 days (Sundays 
excepted) after it shall have been 
presented to him, the same shal] 
be a law in like manner as if he 
had signed it, unless the Congress 
by their adjournment prevent its 
return, in which case it shall not 
be a law.” 

Norris holds that Congress is not 
in adjournment in the sense of the 
word as used by the Constitution. 
He asserted that, inasmuch as Con- 
gress will meet next December with 
the same members and officers, the 
Muscle Shoa‘s bill became a law 
last night at midnight. 

The Supreme Court has never 
ruled on the questiun of the pocket 
veto. A case identical with that 
of Muscle Shoals is pending, how- 
ever, and the ruling or the Su- 
preme Court upon it will apply. It 
is held, to Muscle Shoals as well. 

In this case, a bill involving In- 
dian Affairs was given a pocket 
veto by the President and later 
carried to the Court of Claims, 
which ruled that the President's 
failure to act had prevented it from 
becoming a law. 

Norris has no intention, however, 
of carrying the Muscle Shoals bill 
into the courts. If the decision of 
the Court of Claims is upheld, he 
expects to submit another Muscle 
Shoals bill to Congress. 

Norris Suggests Third Party. 

In a stateme criticising Presi- 
dent Coolidge's fiction Norris pre- 
dicted today that the failure of the 
bill ‘‘may be the last straw that 
will bring a third party into the 
field.” 

“The failure of this bill may dis- 
appoint the American farmers in- 
terested in fertilizer,”” said the 
statement. “It may drive away 
from the administration candidate 
a large number of progressive 
thinking citizens, but it will give 
uS money in unlimited profusion 
and enable. us to win the election 
by controlling the political machine 
and sources of publicity.”

Norris said. “I think it is natural 
to expect that I should have been 
very anxious to havxe the Presi- 
dent sign the bill, and, at first 
blush, it seems to me that if he 
could not sign it, he should have 
frankly and courageously stated 
his reasons in a veto message This 
would have given Congress an Op- 
portunity to pass on his objection 
when it reassumebled next Decem- 
ber. 


“But, on sober consideration, I 
am able to see that the President, 
with his broad, keen New England 
foresight, may be right and may 
be justified in attempting to kill 
the bill without publicly stating 
his oBjection to it, in a veto mes- 
sage.

As early as 1910 there was a trans-Atlantic flight 
attempt by dirigible. Walter Wellman and his crew 
sailed out from Atlantic City in the America, and 
were picked up, 800 miles out, with their fuel ex- 
hausted. 

The first real crossing, of course, was made by the 
navy NC-4 of Commander Read in 1919. Then came 
the great Alcock-Brown flight a month later and 
the round trip crossing of the British airship R-34, 
in July 1919. 

All in all there have been 50 attempts at ocean 
flights from 1873 until this year, not including the 
present expeditions. In that time the oceans have 
been crossed 24 times and the crews of 10 aircraft 
have been lost at sea.

JUBILEE FOR OLDEST 
NEGRO TEACHER IN CITY 


ag 
Edward Sanford Williams, 
Head of Banneker School, 
Has Served 50 Years. 


St. Louis’ oldest Negro teacher, 
Edward Sanford Williams, princi- 
pal of Banneker School, Lucas and 
Ewing avenues, will be honored 
for his 560 years of service at a 
“golden jubilee” celebration at 
Vashon High School tonight. He 
has spent 49 of his 72 years as 
principal in local Negro schools. 

“I came to St. Louis in 1878,” 
Principal Williams said in his of- 
fice today, “because a friend of 
mine who was a teacher here ad- 
vised me to come west and grow 
up with the country. That was 
soon after the Board of Education 
had authorized installation of Ne- 


gro teachers in Negro schools, and 
I got my first job at $40 a month 
teaching second grade in No, 4 
School at Papin street and Jef- 
ferson avenue. A year later I was 
made principal of a one-room 
school that had only 20 pupils. (In 
hi present capacity as principal 
of Banneker School, Williams has 
charge of more than 1200 pupils.) 

20 Years at Same School. 

“After that I was principal of 
No. 12, Attucks, and Dessalines 
schools. In 1908 I was put in 
charge of the Banneker School, 
then at 2810 Montgomery street. 
We moved into the old Stoddard 
School Building here in 1913. 
“T haven’t any university de- 
grees, but I am proud of being a 
product of the people’s university, 
the public school. I’ve managed 
to do a good deal of reading and 
have traveled both in America and 
Europe. I have been able to take 
courses at Harvard, Howard and 
Washington universities. I have 
studied here under such men as 
Frank Louis Soldan and Denton 
J. Snider. 

“This program tonight,” he ex- 
plained, “is not so much to honor 
Edward Williams ag to shew the 
progress in our schools for the last 
50 years. There will be a pageant 
by children of my school depicting 
changes in the school system and 
showing the wonderful opportuni- 
ties for Negro pupils today.” 

Letters From Celebrities. 

Among his treasured possessions, 
Principal Williams has the ‘letter 
of introduction to William Green- 
leaf Eliot of Washington Univer- 
sity that he brought here with him 
from Dr. Thomas Hill, former 
president of Harvard University. 
He also displays yellowed letters 
more than 50 years old from John 
Greenleaf Whittier, Wendell Phil- 
lips and William Lloyd Garrison 
addressed to a friend of Williams 
and recommending hig encourage- 
ment in the teaching profession. 

The only other Negro teacher to 
serve 50 years in St. Louis schools 
died last year, soon after his “‘gold- 
en jubilee” celebration. Principal 
Williams, however, says he {s not 
superstitious, and hopes to serve 
a long time yet. 

“I have missed only eight days 
in 50 years,” he said, “and I want 
to keep that record until 
called to leave this world.”

Patients with the 
may lean up against hot stoves 

and sustain bad burns without 

feeling any pain. The hot and cold 

spots on the skin have been care- 

fully worked out: their number on 

the feet is very large, the number 

on the skin of the chest very small. 

Women could never wear evening 
gowns in the winter if it were not 
for the latter fact. 

Other sensations seem to have 
quite separate nerves—it is prob- 
able that pain is carried by special 
end organs. Dr. Barker of Johns 
Hopkins University has described 
his own arm: as the result of the 
pressure on the nerves by a cervi- 
cal rib he can in some areas feel 
pain, but neither touch nor tem- 
perature. The tongue, being a 
modified piece of skin, has de- 
veloped some special nerve-end- 
ings, those of taste, and this sense 
also is divided so that special 
nerves carry bitter, others sweet, 
sensations. The tip of the tongue 
conveys largely sweet tastes, the 
back bitter. Other fibers carry 
specific acid and salty sensations. 

The optic nerve, because it 
originates in the retina, can carry 
only sensations of sight. The au- 
ditory nerve, because it originates 
in the sensory and organ of hear- 
ing, can carry only sensations of 
sound. The eye cannot hear and 
the ear cannot see. We may 
therefore answer the question 
“What is the nature of sensa- 
tion?” by saying that sensation is 
specific for the nervous end organ 
‘originating it, and the ganglia re- 
ceiving it. 

The integrative action of the 
nervous system refers to the mo- 
tor co-ordination of ‘the body. 
When you put out your leg in 
walking; the muscles on the an- 
terior surface contract and at the 
same time the muscles on the pos- 
terior surface relax; when the foot 
reaches the ground, the reverse oc- 
curs, the muscles on the back of 
the leg contracting and the muscles 
on the front relaxing. These co- 


ordinative movements are laid 
dewn as automatic pathways in 
the brain and lower centers. 


the bladder contracts, the sphinc- 
ter muscle at its neck relaxes. 

In what part of the nervous 
system do all these co-ordinative 
reflexes center? Probably in the 
cerebellum. We have seen that 


‘the cerebellum always receives a 


relay fiber from the sensory nerves 
coming from the skin and the joint 
surfaces, and also from the motor- 
nerve centers above in the cerebral 
cortex. Besides it receives fibers 
from the eye centers and the ear 
centers. Of major importance for 
its functions, it receives fibers also 
from the organ of equilibrium— 
the semicircular canals placed near 
the internal ear, and consisting of 
three hollow bony rings placed at 
three levels or in three planes of 
the body. 

It is always possible for you to 
tell even with your eyes closed 
whether you are standing upright 
or lying on your back or side. It 
is doubtful if you can tell whether 
you are standing on your head, un- 
less you are accustomed to doing 
so. All these fibers enter the cere- 
bellum and it is a sort of clear- 
ing house for skin, muscle and 
joint sense, for visual and audi- 


pulses. 

I can best show the way in 

which the cerebellum accomplishes 
its functions by an illustration. The 
golf player is urged by all his in- 
structors to keep his eye on the 
ball when he is about to try to hit 
it. Why should this help him? 
His eyes are about six feet away 
from the ball, his hands at least 
three feet. Why should looking at 
the ball help him to place one 
tiny space on the face of his club 
within one sixty-fourth of an inch 
of the spot on the ball which will 
send it the farthest and straight- 
est? The answer is: On account 
of his cerebellum; because his cere- 
bellum receives fibres from the 
centre of vision in the brain, from 
the organ of equilibrium, from the 
muscles and tendons of arms and 
legs and trunk, and from all his 
joint surfaces. All of these to- 
gether give him the sense of space 
and distance, and the muscle sense 
of steadiness. 
The cerebellum also makes con- 
nections with the motor centers, 
sending fibres out to his muscles. 
This gives him the motor sense of 
“placement.” At no other place 
are all these functions of sight, 
equilibrium, feeling, and motion 
brought together. 


The same thing happens with a 
baseball player at bat. He has to 
see the ball in order to hit it with 
his bat.

Yet the 
cerebellum makes the ten thou- 
sand calculations necessary for 
him to hit the ball, I will not say 
with unerring accuracy, because, 
as every schoolboy certainly knows, 
it is not always hit with unerring 
accuracy, but at least sufficiently 
frequently to be astonishing. Ath- 
letes need not have very good pre- 
frontal lobes, but they must have 
g00d cerebelila. 

Patients with disease of the cere- 
bellum, such as a tumor, will stac- 
ger, will be dizzy, will be unable to 
make purposeful movements, or 
movements that are accurately cal- 
culated. 

The localization of function in 
particular parts of the brain has 
been mapped in two ways—by 
studying patients with injuries, tu- 
mors, or inflammations of various 
parts of the brain, and by animal 
experimentation. The - higher 
psychic functions seem to be con- 
fined to the frontal or prefronted 
lobes of the brain. 

The famous “American crow-bar 
case” seems to prove this. Phineas

head in the frontal region. He 
lived for twelv@-and a half years 
after this. He W&@s able to per- 
form practically “ai his purely 
somatic functiong, such as volun- 
tary muscular movements, hearing, 
seeing. tasting, smelling, feeling, 
etc. But his judgment and reason 
and disposition were all changed 
and impaired.

If 
the human body is the most impor- 
tant object of inquiry in man’s uni- 
verse, the human central nervous 
system is the part of that body 
which marks him off from all the 
other animals in that universe. 

Summarizing this account of the 
structure and functions of the 
nervous system we may say that 
(1) it is made up of a vast number 
of cells, called neurons; (2) each 
neuron consists of a cell-body and 
a number of fibers; (3) one of the 
fibers of a great group of neurons 
enters the cell from an organ of 
sensation—in the skin, the eye, the 
ear, etc. — and conveys impulses 
from the external world to the 
higher centers; (4) fibers from an- 
other great group of cells go out to 
muscles and glands — nerve im- 
pulses going along these fibers 
cause motion of the muscles and 
secretion in the glands; (5) the 
other fibers of both these groups 
of cells and all the fibers of the 
other neurons make frequent con- 
tacts between contiguous cells of 
the central nervous system; (6) an 
impulse of one kind—sensation— 
may be translated into an impulse
